Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Eleventh 
Annual  Report  of  the  Alberta  Government  Telephones  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  the  31st  day  of  December,  1922. 

Our  policy  during  the  past  year  has  been  to  keep  our  Capital 
expenditure  down  to  a  minimum.  The  work  done  has  been 
mostly  work  that  had  been  previously  planned  and  work  that  was 
necessary  to  keep  the  Plant  up  to  a  reasonable  standard  and  to 
take  care  of  new  applications  for  service.  It  was  also  considered 
advisable  to  use  up  some  of  the  material  which  we  had  in  stock 
and  get  it  into  working  Plant.  Practically  no  work  was  carried 
out  unless  the  expenditure  could  be  justified  by  the  estimated 
revenue. 

In  the  case  of  Rural  extensions,  this  is  only  true  because  of 
the  fact  that  the  greater  portion  of  the  material  used  was  in 
stock  and-  it  was  estimated  that  the  revenue  would  at  least  take 
care  of  the  additional  money  that  would  be  required.  Our  reports 
will  show  that  Operating  and  Maintenance  expenses  were  reduced 
by  $67,587.00  over  the  previous  twelve  months.  This  is  notwith¬ 
standing  the  fact  that  the  Plant  was  increased  to  a  point  where 
it  brought  in  $112,274.00  over  the  previous  twelve  months.  This 
increased  revenue  has  come  from  additional  rural  service,  addi¬ 
tional  exchange  service  and  a  slight  increase  in  the  toll  revenue. 

Our  interest  bill,  however,  increased  $357,432.69  during  the 
same  period  and  left  us  in  the  position  of  making  a  worse  show¬ 
ing  this  year  than  last. 

(Note:  If  any  comparisons  are  made  with  last  year’s  report, 
one  month  would  have  to  be  deducted  because  last  year’s  report 
was  a  thirteen-month’s  report  while  this  year’s  is  a  twelve¬ 
month’s  report) . 

This  interest  bill  has  been  uncontrollable  as  far  as  we  are 
concerned  and  has  practically  been  brought  about  through  the 
large  expenditure  during  1920  and  1921.  There  was  $4,000,000 
worth  of  Bonds  refunded  during  1922  for  which  we  were  paying 
interest  at  the  rate  of  4%  under  the  old  rates  and  are  now  obliged 
to  pay  5%  and  5% This  will  increase  our  interest  bill  during 
1923  and  is  something  over  which  we  have  no  control.  There  is 
another  issue  of  $3,000,000  to  be  refunded  during  1923.  This  is 
one  of  the  short  term  loans  for  which  we  are  paying  6%  and  that 
will  likely  be  reduced  to  5%. 

This  year’s  balance  sheet  will  show  a  balance  net  earnings  of 
$423.55.  This  amount  represents  the  balance  after  taking  care 
of  all  fixed  charges, in  connection  with  the  Telephone  Department 
except  the  Replacement  Reserve,  and  while  it  could  not  be  hoped 
to  earn  much  of  a  surplus  for  the  reserve  under  business  condi- 
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tions  which  we  went  through  in  1922,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  conditions  must  improve  or  we  will  be  getting  into  a  difficult 
position  with  our  finances  in  the  Telephone  Department. 

We  have  had  a  very  successful  year  insofar  as  our  con¬ 
struction  program  was  concerned  and  were  able  to  complete  all 
of  the  Exchange  work  necessary  to  keep  our  Plant  in  first-class 
condition.  This  includes  the  installation  of  a  new  automatic 
sub-office  in  the  Hillhurst  district,  Calgary,  which  provides  addi¬ 
tional  facilities  and  places  our  Calgary  exchange  in  a  position  to 
take  care  of  any  growth  which  may  be  expected  during  the  next 
three  or  four  years. 

No  Long  Distance  work  was  necessary  due  to  the  fact  that 
an  extensive  long  distance  line  program  had  been  carried  out 
during  1920  and  1921  which  has  not  been  worked  to  capacity  yet 
as  business  has  fallen  off  rather  than  increased  during  the  last 
year.  We  expect,  however,  that  during  the  next  year  or  two  con¬ 
ditions  will  improve  to  such  an  extent  that  all  of  these  toll  line 
facilities  will  be  required. 

4,139  Rual  subscribers  were  added  to  the  Plant  during  this 
year.  To  connect  these  subscribers  4,431  miles  of  wire  was 
required  and  3,235  miles  of  poles.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that 
the  cost  of  this  construction  has  greatly  improved,  in  fact,  with 
improved  methods  and  reductions  in  contractors’  prices,  the 
labour  costs  in  1922  were  almost  cut  in  half  and  while  we  have 
completed  our  program  for  1922,  we  will  have  sufficient  money 
left  over  in  our  Capital  account  to  carry  us  through  1923  and 
complete  the  program  which  is  planned  for  this  season.  We  had 
a  vote  of  $2,000,000;  used  $1,200,000,  leaving  $800,000  for  1923 
work. 

Briefly,  the  outlook  for  1923  is  not  the  best.  We  anticipate 
business  conditions  to  hold  up  fairly  well  and  improve  towards 
the  end  of  the  season.  If  there  is  a  reasonably  good  crop 
throughout  the  Province,  we  will  be  almost  assured  of  a  greater 
revenue  than  we  had  during  1922. 

We  will  still  have  the  big  interest  bill  to  pay  and  that  cannot 
be  reduced.  During  times  like  these  in  the  Telephone  business  a 
considerable  amount  of  money  has  to  be  spent  with  practically  no 
return.  As  an  example,  we  have  installed  over  11,668  telephones 
in  the  Province  of  Alberta  during  the  past  year  and  have  only 
had  a  gain  of  2,922  which  means  that  while  we  were  installing 
11,668  telephones  we  removed  8,746  and  the  2,922  telephones  are 
the  only  additional  source  of  revenue.  The  balance  of  the  work 
is  simply  an  added  expense. 

We  are  looking  for  better  conditions  ahead,  however,  and  if 
we  get  them,  the  Telephones  taken  out  will  return  without 
adding  any  great  expense  to  the  Plant,  and  our  Long  Distance 
business  will  build  up  on  our  present  lines  without  any  additions 
as  it  is  possible  now  to  carry  30  or  35%  additional  business  with¬ 
out  increasing  the  Plant. 

The  policy  of  keeping  Capital  Expenditures  down  to  a  minimum 
should  be  maintained  in  this  Department  for  the  next  few  years 
if  the  Department  is  to  be  expected  to  carry  itself  and  it  will  only 
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do  this  providing  business  conditions  improve  rapidly  and  a  close 
watch  is  kept  on  capital  expenditures  in  the  future.
